He ancient Farriers,. and thoſe of theſe preſent 
times, are greatdifference touching the letting 
ofa horſe blood : For ſome would have him let 
blood fourec times inthe yeare : that is to ſay , inthe 
Spring, inthe Summer,in Autumne, and inthe Win= 
ter. Others wouldonely haue him let blood three 
dimes inthe yeare :namely in-May when he is turned 
to grafſe, becauſe then 'the blood beginneth to 
encreaſc : Secondly in September,that blood it it be 
inflamed, may then eyacuate and breath forth: And 
ONS in December,toletgoe the groſle and knotty 
blood which is'bred by; labour or careleſſe keeping. 
-—” Others would have a horſeto bee let blood. but once 
_ Mmtheyeare: namely, inthe beginning of May one* 
ly, whenheis tobeput to grafſe, alledging this rea-+ 
fon thar ifthe horſe bee nor let blood inthe Spring, 
the new blood being mixt with the old corrupt 
blood, will be apt tobe inflamed, and ſodraw upon | 
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che horſe ſome grievous ſickues, & this reaſons cx. 
cellent good. Others would have the horſe to be let 
þloodin the veine not above once iga year;namely, 
at the beginning of May : butinthe palate of the 
mouth they wold have him let blood atthe left once 
every monerh, alledgingthatirwillcleare the fight, 
comfortthebraine , and give him good appetite to 
his mcate;but to conclude,there is not any oftheſe 
opinions,butare ſound and good , ſo the horſe be 
yong and in ftrengrh;his blood increaſing; bur ifhe 
be old, and his blood in theebbe,then you cannot 
let bloodto ſeldome. Now that itis fit a yong horſe 
ſhould bee let blood , is proved by thedaily expe- 
rience of the Polander horſes, who being at liberty 
(out of naturall inſtin@inthemſeclves)faile not once 
a yeare to letthemfelves blood z yet we have divers 
of our beſt Farriers who would not have a horſe let 
blood before there be urgent neceſlity , leſt the uſe 
of letting blood bringa horſe to an evill cuſtome, 
and draw ,on ſickneſlt unexpeRed;but with that 0+- 
pinion I cannotagree, becauſeT hold it more vertne 
to prevent a danger before t come, thento drive it - 
away being preſent. Now that oft letting of blood 
breedeth in a harſe weakneſſe, and maketh the 
blood to reſort to. the inward parts, cloying the 
heart and intrailes, -and making the outward parts 
tat and unweldy ,.there is no queſtion but that the 
letting a horſe blood twicein the yeare ;namely, at 
«he beginning of Afay, and the end of December, ( at 
which'times onely I would have a horſe ler blood 
and no other)ſhould be accounted oft ; ſee no rea- 
lon.
